Claims 9-15 are now pending.

Claims 11 and 13-15, drawn to yet another variant process of making 
compound of general formula 2, classified in class 558, subclasses 
various. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I, II and III are related as various process for making compound of 
general formula 2.

Search, which relates one process, need necessarily 
relate other process and each variables of the process need to be searched, which 
would impose serious search burden.
